SPECIAL ATTENTION 
DRIVE SLOWLY & KEEP THE CAR 
IN GEAR ALL THE TIME 

‘When sleet storms and suddén 
freeze-ups transform the road sur- 
face into a skating rink, the motor- 
ist faces one of his greatest hazards. 
Few outlying municipalities as yet 
are making any wide usage of abra- 
sives to reduce the danger of ice- 
coated surfaces, and only special 
care and attention on the part of the 
motorist will prevent dented fenders, 
smashed wheels and serious acci- 
dents when driving on unsanded icy 
surfaces. 

If you are a winter motorist, a 
close observance of some of the 
fundamental rules for safe-driving 
under these conditions will go a long 
way to keep you out of hospital. — 

The first warning to motorists is 
always the same: “Drive slowly”, 
Nothing that follows will be of any 
use if this first rule is disregarded. 
Keep it in mind, adhere to it, and if 
you do chance to be involved in a 
minor mishap you should never be 
responsible for any serious accident. 

When driving on icy roads, it is 
well to forget the clutch. At all 
times the car should be kept in gear, 
and if obeying the first rule the 
motorist will have no difficulty in 
changing into low gear for slowing 
down. Free-wheeling should not be 
used when driving on slippery sur- 
faces, and even when braking, the 
| gears should not be disengaged un- 

til the car has practically stopped. 
Great care should be taken when 
jusing the brakes. Present-day brakes

CANADA’S HIGH PLACE 
IN BRITISH MARKET 


OTMAWA.—Figures compiled by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
show that for the year 1935 Canada ; 


had first place in the British import 
market for many important products. 

Canada was first in wheat, oats, 
oatmeal, wheat flour, apples; canned 
lobster, copper ore, pulp for indus- 
trial punposes, aluminum ingots, un- 
wrought copper, zinc, non-ferrous 
metals, photograph plates and films, 
patent leather, rubber boots and 
shoes, rubber manufactures. 

Canada was second in live cattle, 
bacon, hams, cheese, lard, hides ang 
skins, pig lead, newsprint paper ve- 
hicles; third in ‘barley undressed 
softwood lumber, wood and timber, 
machinery; fourth in paper and card- 
board, cutlery and hardware, canned 
salmon fresh and frozen fish; fifth 
in pears, unmanufactured tobacco, 
dressed furs.

Asked regarding the situation on 
Tuesday, Premier William Aberhart 
said that representations had been 
made, But he would not agree to the 
setting up of schools which taught 
any language but the English. Of 
course, he included French as a per- 
missable language on account of its 
general recognition im Canadian 
schools. But he would not counten- 
ance teaching of other languages. 

It is understood that the represen- 
tations as a whole are still under 
consideration.
